Article  1 :  Voted  to  adopt  the  provisions  for  expanded  ex- 
emptions on  real  estate  for  persons  over  65  under  certain  condi- 
tions. 

Article  2:  Voted  that  no  additional  mobile  homes  shall  be 
located  in  Greenville  unless  located  in  authorized  mobile  home 
parks. 

Article  3:  Ronald  J.  Vaillancourt  and  Clyde  S.  Eaton  were 
chosen  as  surveyors  of  wood  and  lumber  for  one  year.  Arthur  P. 
Bernier  and  Edwin  S.  West  were  chosen  as  public  weighers. 

Article  4:  Voted  to  accept  the  Budget  as  printed  in  the 
Town  Report. 

Article  5:  Voted  to  accept  reports  of  Auditors,  Agents, 
Committees  and  Officers  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  6:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  7:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  at  public 
auction  with  thirty  days  notice  any  land  which  has  been  ac- 
quired by  tax  title. 

Article  8:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  any 
State  and/or  Federal  funds  that  may  become  available  to  the 
Town. 

Article  9:  Voted  to  pass  over  the  article  to  authorize  the  Se- 
lectmen to  appoint  the  Highway  Agent  annually. 

Article  10:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00  to  be 
used  for  participation  in  the  matching  funds  program  of  the 
Law  Enforcement  Assistance  Administration. 

Article  11:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $6,000.00  to  de- 
fray expenses  of  joining  Wilton's  recycling  and  incinerator,  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  Wil- 
ton for  same. 

Article  12:  Voted  not  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,860.00  for 
six  fire  radio  pagers  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  13:  Voted  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  Fire 
Wards,  one  Selectman  and  one  person  appointed  by  the  Moder- 
ator, to  study  the  feasibility  of  purchasing  land  for  a  fire  sub- 
station along  or  near  Route  31,  said  committee  to  report  at  the 
next  annual  meeting. 
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Article  14:  Voted  to  appropriate  $10,000.00  per  year  for 
three  years  for  a  new  fire  truck. 

Article  15:  Voted  to  appropriate  $2,400.00  to  build  a  hose 
drying  tower  attached  to  the  Fire  House,  said  sum  to  be  with- 
drawn from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Article  16:  Voted  to  appropriate  $7,000.00  to  install  a  new 
water  and  hydrant  line  on  Pleasant  Street  up  to  the  cemetery, 
such  sum  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Article  17:  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,000.00  to  in- 
stall a  new  water  and  hydrant  line  on  Adams  Street  to  the  Gen- 
dron  property,  such  sum  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund. 

Article  18:  Voted  to  pass  over  the  article  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $2,285.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  moving  radar  system 
for  the  Police  Department. 

Article  19:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $200.00  for  the 
purchase  of  a  cruiser  shield  for  the  Police  Department. 

Article  20:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $255.00  for  the 
purchase  of  an  electronic  siren  and  PA  control  system  for  the 
Police  Department. 

Article  21:  Voted  not  to  raise  and  appropriate  $11,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  second  full  time  police  officer. 

Article  22:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,500.00  to  in- 
stall a  new  culvert  on  Livingston  Road  below  the  Phillips  prop- 
erty. 

Article  23:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $1,500.00  to  in- 
stall two  catch  basins  and  culverts  on  Old  Wilton  Road  by  resi- 
dence of  Robert  Lecourt. 

.  Article  24:  Voted  to  appropriate  $2,000.00  to  clean  under- 
drain  and  install  new  catch  basin  and  150'  new  underdrain  on 
High  Street,  such  sum  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund. 

Article  25:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000.00  to 
clean  the  three  brooks  off  Mill  Street,  starting  at  the  river 
working  back  to  Route  31  and  Mill  Street,  to  be  done  on  a  one- 
time basis. 

Article  26:  Voted  to  appropriate  not  over  $500.00  to  repair 
the  Town  Hall  clock,  such  sum  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Reve- 
nue Sharing  Fund. 


Article  27:  Voted  not  to  appropriate  $1,000.00  to  hire 
grader  to  clean  the  ditches  on  Rousseau  Avenue  and  other  town 
roads. 

Article  28:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  borrow  $27,000.00  in  anticipation  of  Environmen- 
tal Protection  Agency  final  grant  payment  for  sewer  construc- 
tion. 

Article  29:  Voted  to  appropriate  $4,000.00  to  expand  the  li- 
brary quarters  into  the  Community  Hall,  such  sum  to  be  with- 
drawn from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Article  30:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $8,000.00  for  an- 
swering service. 

Article  31 :  Voted  to  discontinue  the  portion  of  old  Route  31 
west  of  the  present  Route  31  and  north  of  the  Hollingsworth 
property. 

Article  32:  Voted  to  have  discussion  and  voting  on  warrant 
articles  the  day  following  the  ballot  voting.

Special  Town  Meeting,  August  15, 1978 

Warrant  I,  Article  1:  Voted  to  rescind  the  vote  of  March 
15th,  1978,  on  Article  11. 

Warrant  II,  Article  2 :  It  was  voted  to  consider  Article  2  be- 
fore Articles  1  and  3. 

Voted  to  recess  the  meeting  until  November  21, 1978.

Article  2:  Not  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $25,000.00  to 
augment  present  funds  to  establish  a  solid  waste  facility  for  the 
Town  of  Greenville.  It  was  voted  to  have  the  Selectmen  use  the 
Dump  Study  Committee  Proposal  of  November  21,  1978,  to  fa- 
cilitate the  conclusion  of  the  solid  waste  refuse  problem. 
Articles  1  and  3:  Voted  to  pass  over  the  articles. 
The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:58  p.m. 


Article  10. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($3,500.00)  to  grade  and 
blacktop  the  parking  area  on  the  easterly  side  of  Adams 
Street  adjacent  to  the  Ida  M.  Taft  Memorial  Field  and  to 
resurface  with  blacktop  the  driveway  from  Adams  Street  to 
the  Richard  Pelletier  Memorial  Pool;  such  sum  to  be  with- 
drawn from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  and  to  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  General  Administrative  account,  or  take  any 
action  thereon.     (By  Petition)

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  eight  hundred  thirteen  dollars  and  ninety- 
seven  cents  ($5,813.97)  to  reroof  the  Town  Hall;  such  sum 
to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  and  to  be 
transferred  to  the  General  Administrative  account,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 
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Article  14. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  two  hundred  nine  dollars  and  four  cents 
($1,200.04)  as  the  Town's  share  for  the  studies  and  operation 
of  the  Southwestern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning 
Commission.  These  funds  will  be  used  for  financing  the 
staff,  operational  expenses,  Town  planning  studies,  Town 
technical  assistance,  and  other  Town  programs  which  the 
Commission  may  offer.  These  funds  are  subject  to  the  usage 
in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  funds  available 
for  planning  purposes;  such  sum  to  be  withdrawn  from  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  and  to  be  transferred  to  the  General 
Administrative  account,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  15. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  return  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment the  use  of  the  last  two  west  stalls  of  the  Fire  House. 
The  Town  Meeting  of  1964  voted  and  approved  the  use  of 
those  two  stalls  by  the  Highway  Department  now  presently 
used  by  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Ambulance  Service, 
or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  16. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
four  thousand  five  hundred  ninety-four  dollars  ($4,594.00)  to 
start  to  rewire  the  fire  alarm  wiring  system  that  is  now 
sixty  to  seventy  years  old,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  17. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  four  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($450.00)  for  the  purchase 
of  a  covered  strobe  light  unit  for  the  Police  Cruiser,  or  take 
any  action  thereon. 

Article  18. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  fifty  dollars  ($1,050.00)  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  3M  Dry  Copier  for  the  Police  Department,  or  take 
any  action  thereon.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($1,500.00)  for  the 
purpose  of  matching  funds  of  the  LeClair  Caron  Post  No.  13 
to  defray  the  expenses  for  the  July  4,  1979  parade,  or  take 
anv  action  thereon. 


Article  23. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Greenville  Plan- 
ning Board  to  appoint  a  Zoning  Study  Committee.  Said 
committee  will  consist  of  nine  members,  two  of  which  will 
be  from  the  Planning  Board  and  the  remaining  seven  mem- 
bers selected  from  eligible  voters  of  the  community.  Said 
committee  will  study  all  phases  of  zoning  as  applied  to 
Greenville  and  report  back  to  the  next  annual  Town  Meet- 
ing with  recommendations,  articles  to  implement  zoning,  or 
take  any  action  thereon.     (By  Petition) 
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Article  24. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment  consisting  of  five  members. 
Said  Board  will  have  all  the  powers  now  vested  in  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  grant  variances  and  adjustments  on 
subdivisions  of  land  or  buildings  which  have  been  un- 
favorably acted  upon  by  the  Greenville  Planning  Board,  or 
take  any  action  thereon.     (By  Petition) 

Article  25. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  issue  a  warrant  to  the  Tax  Collector  to  collect 
semi-annual  taxes  for  the  Town  of  Greenville  under  the  pro- 
visions of  RSA  76:15-a  "Semi-Annual  Collection  of  Taxes  in 
Certain  Towns  and  Cities.  Taxes  shall  be  collected  in  the 
following  manner  in  towns  and  cities  which  adopt  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  in  the  manner  set  out  in  RSA  76:15-b 
[other  provisions  of  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
taxes  shall  be  collected  in  any  town  or  city  in  a  manner 
pursuant  to  Section  15-a  if  said  town  or  city  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  governing  body  adopt  the  provisions  thereof.  A 
town  or  city  which  adopts  the  provisions  of  Section  15-a  may 
rescind  said  adoption  by  a  majority  of  the  governing  body, 
and  the  general  statutes  relating  to  collection  of  taxes  shall 
once  again  apply.]  A  partial  payment  of  the  taxes  assessed 
on  April  1  in  any  tax  year  computed  by  taking  the  prior 
year  assessed  valuation  times  one-half  of  the  previous  year's 
tax  rate;  provided,  however,  that  whenever  it  shall  appear 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  or  Assessors  that  certain  indi- 
vidual properties  have  physically  changed  in  valuation,  they 
may  use  the  current  year  appraisal  times  one-half  of  the 
previous  year's  tax  rate  to  compute  the  partial  payment. 
Partial  payments  of  taxes  assessed  under  this  section  shall  be 
due  and  payable  on  July  1  of  the  present  tax  year.  A  pay- 
ment of  the  remainder  of  the  taxes  assessed  on  April  1,  minus 
the  payment  due  on  July  1  of  that  year  shall  be  due  and 
payable  December  1.  Interest  at  the  rate  of  6%  shall  be 
charged  on  all  taxes  not  paid  between  July  1  and  December 
1.  Interest  charged  after  December  1  shall  be  in  the  amount 
prescribed  in  RSA  76:16   [76:13  Interest  at  9%    shall  be 
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charged  upon  all  taxes  except  resident  taxes  not  paid  on  or 
before  December  1  after  their  assessment,  which  shall  be 
collected  from  that  date  with  the  taxes  as  incident  thereto, 
except  in  the  cases  where  a  tax  bill  is  sent  to  the  taxpayer 
on  or  after  November  2  and  before  November  16,  interest 
shall  not  be  charged  on  taxes  paid  on  or  before  December 
15"] ,  effective  July  1,  1979,  or  take  any  action  thereon. 

Article  26. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  prepayment 
of  taxes  and  authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  payments 
in  prepayment  of  taxes,  or  take  any  action  thereon.  (By  Pe- 
tition) 

Article  27. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  direct  the 
Selectmen  to  place  a  moratorium  or  freeze  on  all  budgeted 
items  and  amounts  as  stated  in  Town  Report  dated  1977 
under  column  heading  "Appropriated  Ensuing  Fiscal  Year 
1978-79,  For  a  Period  of  Three  Years."  This  article,  however, 
would  not  reflect  upon  other  articles  in  the  warrant  which 
would,  or  have  drawn  upon  Revenue  Sharing  or  Trust 
Funds  or  Budget,  Section  11  entitled  "Sources  of  Revenue", 
or  take  any  action  thereon.     (By  Petition) 

Article  28. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  approve  to  delete  Article  1  as  ap- 
proved at  Regular  Town  Meeting  of  March  8,  1978  deleting 
a  $5,000  exemption  for  residents  sixty-five  to  seventy-five 
years  of  age  and  substitute  the  following:  shall  the  Town 
adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:43-b  and  c  for  exemptions 
on  real  estate  from  age  seventy-five  to  eighty  years  of  age 
a  $10,000  exemption;  a  resident  of  eighty  years  of  age  or 
older  a  $20,000  exemption.  Provided  that  the  resident  owns 
the  real  estate  individually,  or  jointly  with  another  or  his 
spouse  with  whom  he  has  been  living  with  for  at  least  five 
years  as  man  and  wife;  said  resident  had  a  net  income  of 
less  than  $7,000  or  combined  income  with  spouse  of  less 
than  $9,000;  and  owns  assets  of  any  kind,  tangible  or  in- 
tangible, less  bonafide  encumbrances,  not  in  excess  of 
$50,000,  or  take  any  action  thereon.     (By  Petition) 
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Article  29. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  estab- 
lish a  three  member  committee  to  study  the  possible  re- 
apportionment of  the  town's  street  lighting,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 


Article  30. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  add  or  delete  or  reapportion  street  lighting  from  the  find- 
ing of  the  Street  Lighting  Committee,  or  take  any  action 
thereon. 


Article  31. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  establish  a  four  member  committee;  one  being  a  member 
of  the  Board,  the  other  three  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  to  conduct  a  feasibility  study  to  reduce  the 
cost  of  highway  maintenance  (summer  and  winter)  such 
areas  to  be  evaluated,  a  salaried  Road  Agent,  bidding  for 
equipment  to  be  used,  rental  costs,  Town  ownership  of 
equipment,  hourly  rates,  establishing  a  Town  highway  facil- 
ity for  sand,  salt,  equipment,  management,  and  etc.;  such 
findings  and  recommendations  shall  be  reportable  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  at  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting  with 
articles  of  implementing  such  recommendations,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 


Article  32. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  New  Hampshire 
Housing  Commission  to  operate  in  the  Town  of  Greenville 
in  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  that  said  New  Hampshire 
Housing  Commission  is  authorized  to  sponsor  or  project  for 
elderly  persons  under  Section  8  of  the  United  States  Housing 
Act  of  1937  as  amended  for  the  following  accommodations: 
existing  standard  housing  five  dwelling  units,  or  take  any 
action  thereon. 
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Article  33. 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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Report  of  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  and 
Your  Forest  Fire  Warden 


For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has 
created  a  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  program 
that  is  recognized  as  superior  throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the 
state  and  local  community  governments  have  worked  to- 
gether to  prevent  and  combat  forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy 
wardens  are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Fores- 
ter to  work  with  the  members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff 
in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used  to  pay  one-half  the  cost 
of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by  local  forest  fire 
organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Governor 
and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used 
to  purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local 
forest  fire  crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow,  is  permitted  only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit 
from  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning 
without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  is  a  misdemeanor 
punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to  one 

year  or  both.

Greenville  Park  and  Playground  Commission 

The  Greenville  Park  and  Playground  Commission  reports  a 
successful  year  at  the  Richard  Pelletier  Memorial  Pool.  Linda 
Buttrick  was  Pool  Director,  with  Arthur  Pelletier  and  Michael 
Cullinane  as  Instructors  and  Lifeguards.  Theresa  Fafard  and 
Francesca  Hradecky  served  as  substitutes  when  needed.  Over 
160  children  signed  up  for  morning  instruction  and  a  group  of 
adults  came  to  evening  classes.  An  Awards  Day  was  held 
August  18  when  the  Pool  staff  presented  Red  Cross  certificates, 
as  well  as  the  following  special  awards: 

Best  All-Round  Swimmer  -  Theresa  Fafard 

Most  Improved  Boy  -  Mike  Gendron 

Most  Improved  Girl  -  Debby  Deery 

Best  Form  in  Swimming  -  Jason  Lambert,  Kim  Maki 

Fearless  Frog  Awards  -  Kevin  Belanger,  Emily  Doonan, 
Debby  Basha 

The  Little  League,  Minor  League,  Legion  Softball  and 
Girls'  Softball  teams  used  the  field  this  summer,  as  well  as 
weekend  "pick-up"  teams.  The  scoreboard  was  installed,  as  was 
the  Lions'  bubbler. 

Thomas  Wheeler  and  Mark  LaFreniere  mowed  the  field  and 
the  park  this  summer. 

The  granite  posts  and  chain  have  been  installed  at  the 
Myrtle  Marsh  Park.  Through  the  generosity  of  Andrew  Arasin, 
the  lawn  and  plantings  around  the  monument  have  been  re- 
placed. A  colorful  display  of  tulips,  followed  by  other  flowers, 
will  be  enjoyed  this  spring.  Mr.  Arasin  donated  his  time,  the 
materials,  and  also  had  the  wall  around  the  park  repaired. 

When  the  Park  lawnmower  gave  out  early  in  June,  the 
Greenville  Recreation  Association  canvassed  local  businesses 
and  organizations  for  contributions  to  purchase  a  new  one. 
Rather  than  making  a  cash  contribution  to  the  Town  this  year, 
Greenville  Recreation  purchased  the  new  tractor-lawnmower. 
They  also  sponsored  a  raffle  and  bean  supper. 

The  Commission  is  sponsoring  an  article  in  the  Town  War- 
rant for  improvement  of  the  parking  area  by  the  ball  field.  This 
is  to  protect  our  previous  investment  in  the  fence  and  the  in- 
field; gravel  and  sand  are  washing  from  the  road  into  the  field. 
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We  also  wish  to  pave  the  driveway  to  the  bathhouse;  this  will 
eliminate  dust,  which  affects  the  pool  filter  system.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

In  1977-1978  the  Trustees  of  The  Souhegan  Valley  Ambulance 
Service,  Inc.  managed  to  hold  the  line  on  our  charges  to  the  Towns, 
even  while  we  were  up-grading  our  service  in  communications  and 
in  training.  We  promised  that,  in  spite  of  rising  costs  of  emergency 
care,  1978-1979  would  actually  see  a  reduction  in  our  per  capita 
tax. 

In  1978  we  purchased  a  new  "Lexington"  module  ambulance 
on  a  Ford  chasis  for  $30,130.00.  To  help  pay  for  this  new  ambu- 
lance, we  sold  our  old  Cadillac  (based  in  Greenville)  for  $5,000.00 
Five  similar  ambulances  were  just  sitting  on  the  lot  at  the  dealer's 
from  whom  we  bought  our  new  module.  As  a  trade-in  the  old 
Cadillac  would  have  no  value  whatever,  but  as  an  outright  sale,  we 
made  a  good  sum. 

Our  two  module-style  ambulances  should  now  allow  us  to 
renew  our  equipment  without  such  large  capital  outlays. 

On  March  15,  1979,  we  have  decided  that  we  would  discontinue 
charges  to  individuals  for  use  of  the  ambulance.  Thus,  the  Service 
becomes  in  policy,  what  it  has  been  in  fact,  for  several  years;  a 
totally  Community  supported  emergency  care  service. 

We  do  intend  to  ask  individuals  who  have  used  the  Service  for  a 
donation.  We  feel  that  we  will  make  about  the  same  amount  on 
donations  that  we  have  made  on  billings  -  and  without  the  added 
expense. 

While  this  policy  change  has  been  approved  by  Selectmen  and 
Budget  Committees,  we  are  sure  that  some  people  will  feel  that  we 
are  missing  out  on  a  very  important  revenue  source.  We  found  that 
billing  users  and  insurance  companies  were  costing  us  more  in 
clerical  services  and  postage  than  we  were  really  making.  However, 
since  we  are  a  Community  volunteer  group,  any  citizen  of  the  Com- 
munity who  feels  strongly  about  this  policy,  may  contact  us  to 
volunteer  to  do  the  billing.  We  will  provide  bills,  postage,  enve- 
lopes and  our  best  wishes.  We  really  do  not  expect  any  takers 
because  this  is  just  too  big  and  complex  a  job. 

But,  in  spite  of  this  policy  change  and  in  spite  of  our  huge 
expenditures  in  new  equipment,  we  are  keeping  our  promise  to 
reduce  the  per  capita  tax.  We  have  reduced  our  charge  by  seventy- 
five  (.75)  cents,  from  $4.25  to  $3.50.  This  makes  us,  by  far,  the 
cheapest  emergency  Service  in  any  of  the  four  Towns  in  terms  of 
per  capita  outlay. 

For  this,  we  are  indebted  to  the  volunteer  drivers  and  attendants 


who  give  so  freely  of  themselves  and  their  time  for  the  benefit  of 
their  neighbors.  If  it  were  not  for  their  devotion  to  emergency 
medical  care,  the  costs  would  be  too  burdensome  for  any  of  us  to 
bear. 

We  are  constantly  battling  ever  increasing  maintenance  and 
insurance  costs  and  rising  costs  of  fuel.  But  we  do  hope  to  continue 
to  deliver  emergency  medical  care  for  the  very  least  possible  dollar 
amount.  We  are  pleased  with  our  fiscal  record  and  our  ability  to 
deliver  what  we  promised.  We  are  proud  of  the  men  and  women 
who  devote  their  time  and  skill  to  your  care  throughout  the  year. 
Thank  you  for  your  support  and  for  allowing  us  to  serve  you.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Carl  E.  Bowers 

We  can  look  back  at  the  1977-78  School  Year  with  pride  at 
the  progress  we  have  made  and  the  many  highlights  of  that 
year.  To  name  a  few: 

Appleton  Academy  became  Appleton  Elementary  School, 
housing  grades  five  and  six  with  an  enrollment  of  69  in  grade 
five  and  72  in  grade  six  for  a  total  enrollment  of  141  girls  and 
boys  from  Greenville,  Mason,  and  New  Ipswich. 

Our  staff  consisted  of  Bruce  Jenkins,  Nancy  Kenney,  Mary 
Letourneau,  Mary  Harte,  Janet  Kowalewski  and  Nicki  Molnar 
as  full  time  teachers.  Harvey  Kangas  who  graduated  from  Ap- 
pleton, served  as  our  custodian. 

Robert  Johnson,  Supervising  Elementary  Principal,  moved 
his  office  from  Greenville  Public  to  Appleton  Elementary  so  as 
to  be  centrally  located  and  to  take  advantage  of  larger  facilities. 
This  makes  it  more  efficient  for  receiving  school  supplies  in 
preparation  for  delivery  to  the  other  four  elementary  schools. 

Elaine  Whitney,  who  has  worked  for  the  School  District  in 
many  capacities,  serves  as  Secretary. 

Appleton  Elementary  not  only  provided  us  with  the  needed 
classrooms,  but  saved  the  Mascenic  District  many  dollars  in 
new  construction. 

During  the  year  we  continued  working  in  formulating  school 
Policies  and  Procedures.  Our  School  Philosophy,  which  follows, 
was  adopted  on  March  20,  1978. 

"The  Mascenic  Regional  School  commits  itself  to  the 
growth  of  thinking,  socially  aware,  independent  and  respon- 
sible citizens.  We  seek  to  develop  individuals  who  have  the 
capacity  for  adapting,  in  a  positive  way,  to  challenging  and 
changing  situations  that  arise  in  a  complex  and  rapidly 
changing  society. 

We  believe  that  an  education  that  stresses  the  Basic  Skills 
and  that  common  reservoir  of  knowledge  required  of  all  Ameri- 
cans will  develop  and  promote  rational  attitudes,  intellectual 
growth  and  emotional  perspectives.  It  is  our  belief  that  this  ap- 
proach must  emphasize  academic  excellence  and  the  ideals  of 
democratic  commitment. 

We  believe  that  a  respect  for  learning  is  enhanced  by  a  rig- 
orous and  challenging  curriculum  that  includes  both  new  and 
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conventional  methodology  in  the  teaching  of  basic  skills  of 
Reading,  Writing  and  Computation.  Curiosity,  objectivity,  re- 
spect for  evidence,  and  the  ability  to  think  critically  and  crea- 
tively will  be  the  prime  learning  process.  Coupled  with  empha- 
sis on  the  basic  competencies,  we  encourage  the  development  of 
coping  and  survival  skills,  attitudes,  habits  of  mind,  and  the 
kinds  of  knowledge  and  understandings  that  will  be  a  vehicle 
by  which  growth  and  life-long  learning  will  be  nutured." 

We  can  say  with  pride  that  we  have  been  implementing 
Public  Law  94-142  in  providing  a  free  and  appropriate  educa- 
tion for  all  handicapped  children.  For  several  years  we  have  had 
a  number  of  children  attending  various  schools  that  have  been 
approved  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion. Monies  for  these  programs,  appear  in  what  we  have  called 
the  1400  Account  or  Transfer  Account.  The  Special  Education 
Consortium  works  cooperatively  with  each  School  District  in 
the  placement  of  our  boys  and  girls  who  need  this  specialized 
instruction. 

All  of  our  six  schools  have  been  surveyed  for  accessibility  to 
the  handicapped  as  required  by  the  504  Regulation,  and  the 
Architectural  Barrier  Free  Design  Code  for  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire. 

The  few  highlights  I  have  mentioned  were  made  possible 
with  the  cooperation  and  work  from  the  Principals  and  the 
School's  Staff. 

The  Mascenic  School  Board  has  worked  many  hours  with 
the  Administration  in  achieving  these  accomplishments  and 
many  others  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  personally  thank  the  School  Board 
for  their  dedication,  assistance,  and  support  given  to  me  during 
the  year.  Special  appreciation  goes  to  the  Mascenic  Community 
for  their  continued  confidence  in  helping  us  to  establish  a  school 
system  that  we  can  all  be  proud  to  support. 
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
